1 . ON FEBRUARY 1, LOZENKO OF SOVIET EMBASSY CALLED 
ON HILL TO DISCUSS TIMING OF JCM AND POST-MEETING 
ITINERARY. 

2. LOZENKO STATED HE HAD BEEN INSTRUCTED BY SCAE TO 
PROPOSE EARLY APRIL TIMING. HILL AGREED AND SUGGESTED 
THAT JCM BEGIN APRIL 3 IN WASHINGTON, WITH FOLLOWING 
BASIC ITINERARY: TWO DAYS IN WASHINGTON FOR JCM AND 
PROTOCOL SIGNING; TWO TO THREE DAYS IN SOUTHERN 
CALIFORNIA TO VISIT GENERAL ATOMIC AND SAN ONOFRE 
NUCLEAR POWER PLANT CULTURAL ACTIVITIES SUCH AS 
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DISNEYLAND OVER WEEK-END; ONE TO TWO DAYS AT IDAHO 
FALLS (NATIONAL REACTOR TEST SITE) WITH POSSIBLE VISIT 
TO GRAND TETONS; TWO DAYS IN LOS ALAMOS WITH VISIT TO 
TAOS INDIAN PUEBLO; ONE DAY AT PRINCETON PLASMA PHYSICS 
LAB WITH REMAINING FREE TIME IN NEW YORK. 
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3. THE FOLLOWING ARE OPTIONAL VISITS TO NUCLEAR SITES 
ONE OR TWO OF WHICH CAN BE FACTORED INTO ABOVE PRO- 
POSED ITINERARY: 

(A) RANCHO SECO (918 MWE, BABCOX AND WILCOX DESIGN) 
NEAR SACRAMENTO, CALIFORNIA AND FREE WEEK-END IN 
SAN FRANCISCO. 

(B) BROWNS FERRY (THREE OPERATING UNITS OF 1,000 MWE, 

GE DESIGN) NEAR DECATUR, ALABAMA. 

(C) DIABLO CANYON NEAR SAN DIEGO (TWO-UNITS OF 
1,000 MWE DESIGNED BY WESTINGHOUSE). FIRST UNIT 

IS EXPECTED TO RECEIVE OPERATING LICENSE IN MID-1978. 

(D) ARKANSAS NUMBER ONE NEAR RUSSELLVILLE, ARK. 

(FIRST UNIT OPERATING AT 850 MWE IS R&W DESIGN, 

SECOND UNIT SCHEDULED FOR OPERATION EARLY 1978). 

(E) MCGUIRE PLANT (1,100 MWE DESIGNED BY WESTINGHOUSE) 
WITH FIRST UNIT OPERATIONAL IN LATE 1978 AND SECOND 

IN 1979, NEAR COWANS FORD DAM, NORTH CAROLINA. 

4. REQUEST EMBASSY CONFIRM APRIL 3 ICM, BASIC 
ITINERARY AND ANY OPTIONS. UPON RECEIPT OF CONFIR- 
MATION, DOE WILL SEND FORMAL INVITATION TO PETROSYANTS 
ALONG WITH PROPOSED MEETING AGENDA. FORMAL ITINERARY 
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WILL FOLLOW SHORTLY THEREAFTER. 

5. EMBASSY MAY WISH TO SUGGEST THAT VASIL'YEV 
ARRIVE UP TO ONE WEEK EARLY TO BEGIN WORK ON 
PROTOCOL. 

6. IF FEASIBLE FROM EMBASSY STANDPOINT, DOE WOULD 
BE PLEASED TO HAVE GREENBERG OR GOSNELL PARTICIPATE 
INJCM. VANCE
